XIV—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS

No. 48—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during October, November and December, 1960 


October 


General—The path followed by anticyclones across the State assumed a more northerly 
latitude than normal during the first week of the month and as a consequence southern low pressure 
influences continued to affect the lower south-west and southern parts of the State until the 8th. 


After the 10th tropical influences became more pronounced and although southern low pres- 
sure gained control for brief periods, low-pressure troughs on the west coast were the main feature 
of the weather chart until the end of the month. 


Rainfall—Although little or no rain was reported from most of the larger centres in the 
Kimberley division, numerous thunderstorm falls were received at cattle stations in a belt running 
from Kalumburu through Fitzroy Crossing. Most of them were comparatively light, but at a 
few places more than two inches was received. 


In the rest of the tropics and in most of the Gascoyne division no rain was recorded, while 
in the North-Eastern, South-Eastern and Eucla divisions there were a few scattered light falls. 


There were showers at frequent intervals throughout the month in the central and south 
coastal districts, and on the 15th they extended almost throughout the agricultural area. The 
total rain recorded was nevertheless well below normal for October in the South-West division. 


Temperature—Day temperatures in the far north and in the De Grey division were mainly 
above normal, the maximum exceeding 100° on most days, and at Marble Bar reached 110° or 
higher on four consecutive days. The highest recorded in the State was 114° at this centre on 
the 27th. 


The formation of a trough of tropical low pressure on the coast on the 24th raised temperatures 
suddenly in the west coastal districts. Among stations to report the highest maximum tempera- 
ture ever recorded for the month of October were Carnamah (100°), Perth (96-6°) and Guildford 
(99-0°). 


Night temperatures were on the whole a little above normal, though there were some cold 
nights and early morning frosts in southern districts. At Bridgetown temperature fell to freezing 
point (32°) during the early morning of the 11th, but in the tropics there were uncomfortably hot 
nights towards the end of the month, and at a few places the minimum did not fall below 87°. 


Metropolitan—In Perth there were eight wet days, but on most of them the showers were 
light. Totals reached double figures on only four days and on seven of the eight they were less than 
20 points. On the other day 52 points was recorded. 


At the end of the month the total rainfall for the year was 27-57 inches, approximately six 
inches Jess than the normal fall for the first ten months. 


Temperatures were more frequently above normal than below, and on the 24th there was 
@ very rapid rise to a maximum of 96-6°. This was 26-9° above the normal for the month, and 
was also the highest October temperature recorded in Perth. 


Winds were not particularly strong, the highest gust being 44 m.p.h. from the west. 


November 


General—The pressure pattern during November was very similar to that of the previous 
month with the steady march of anticyclonic cells across the southern parts of the State and 
the rather frequent formation of low-pressure troughs down the west coast. On only one occasion, 
the 9th, tropical influences were sufficiently strong to produce rain south of the tropic, and on 
only two occasions, the 14th and the 29th, was rain obtained from active southern cold fronts. 


Rainfall—A number of places in the North and East Kimberleys received above-average 
totals during the month, mainly as a result of thunderstorm activity, and elsewhere chiefly due 
to tropical influences on the 9th, several stations in the eastern agricultural and goldfields areas 
received above average totals. One station, Tambellup, received a fall of rain on the 14th from 
southern activity which brought its November total above the average and several stations in 
the lower south-west benefited similarly on the 29th, otherwise the rain received was due mainly 
to the effects of onshore winds and totals fell far short of the normal. In the Gascoynes, Fortescue 
and De Grey divisions no rain was reported. 


Temperature—Night temperatures throughout the State were, with few exceptions, below 
normal during the month but departures were only slight despite a cool period around the middle 
of the month when minima in the lower south-west fell 12°-15° below the average and frosts 
were experienced at several places. 


Bridgetown’s registration on the 
12th was the lowest for the State but at Dwellingup and Collie the recordings were 18° or 19° 
below the November normal. 


Day readings on the other hand, were above normal over most of the State particularly in 
the North Kimberley district where they exceeded the normal throughout the month and reached 
112° at Wyndham, the highest November maximum recorded at that centre. Extreme heat 
was experienced over most of the State early in the month when Carnamah recorded 104°, the 
highest on record for November, and also toward the end of the month when many stations in 


northern parts registered temperatures over 100° and Marble Bar recorded the highest maximum 
for the State—114° on the 28th. 


Metropolitan—Perth had four wet days during which thirty points fell leaving a deficit for 
the eleven months of nearly seven inches. 


Temperatures ranged from an extreme minimum of 47-4° on the 20th to an extreme maxi- 
mum of 97-3° on the 3rd, the latter being the highest temperature recorded since March of 1959. 
However, there were only two occasions when the temperature exceeded 90° and temperatures 
on the whole fairly closely approximated normal conditions. 


Fresh winds were experienced on a number of occasions during the month and the highest 
gust reached 42 m.p.h. on the 8th. 


December 


General—Tropical low pressure was the main controlling influence of the weather in Western 
Australia during December. At times this took the form of a vast low-pressure system which 
almost covered the State and at others concentrated its activity as a low-pressure trough extending 
down the west coast. 


High pressure cells, separated occasionally by cold fronts of varying intensity, passed over 
restricted areas in the lower south-west and south, extending inland on occasions in association 
with west coast troughs. 


About the middle of the month a small cyclone made its appearance to the north of the State, 
and moving slowly south-west, turned inland near Cockatoo Island and subsequently filled over 
the East Kimberley division. 


On only two occasions did an anticyclone move in bodily across the west coast to bring about 
cooler conditions to the State and break the sequence of tropical heat and sultriness. 


Rainfall—The month’s rainfall was above normal in the North and East Kimberley districts, 
at places in the eastern wheatbelt and parts of the south-east and also along the south coast and 
over a fairly large section of the southern agricultural districts. 


The northern rain was due mainly to the small tropical cyclone which skirted the coast from 
the north and later passed eastward from Cockatoo Island almost to the Northern Territory border. 
In the south, the abnormal falls were due partly to southern influence and partly to low pressure 
of tropical origin which extended over these areas about the middle of the month causing thundery 
rains, with hail in parts, over a large section of the inland wheat areas and the south-east. 


In the Kimberleys, with the advent of the cyclone good falls of more than two inches ranging 
up to five-and-a-half inches at Argyle were reported from the north and east sections and later, 
as it approached Cockatoo Island and subsequently passed eastward, falls of one to three inches 
with isolated falls of more than eight inches at Silent Grove and Lansdowne, were experienced 
near the coast and at inland pastoral properties. 


Towards the end of the month tropical influences extended inland and brought light amounts 
to pastoral areas in the De Grey, East Gascoyne and North-Eastern distriets, with a heavy fall 
of two-and-a-half inches at Callawa, but the Fortescue and West Gascoyne and the North Coastal 
sub-divisions during the month received practically nothing. 


Temperature—Maximum temperatures during the month were above normal almost throughout 
the State except in the second week of the month when a large anticyclone moved in from the 
west and extended its influence as far north as the Fortescue division where maxima immediately 
fell 10°-12° below the normal. In the southern areas disparities were even greater. At Manjimup 
on the 9th, the temperature did not rise above 58° which was 18° below the December average. 


Night readings also were mostly above normal except during the cold snap in the second 
week when low minima were registered between the 10th and 12th and Bridgetown reported 
the lowest minimum for the month—38°—this being 12° below the December normal. 


Extreme heat was experienced in all divisions at various times and on few occasions did the 
day temperature at Marble Bar fall below the normal with readings of 105° and 106° while the 
highest for the State—116°—was recorded there and also at Mandora. 


An extensive cloud cover associated with the cyclone in the tropics reduced temperatures 
in these areas during the latter part of the period and the centre of greatest heat shifted south 
of the tropic to the Gascoynes and Northern agricultural areas. During the period the 21st to 
26th many stations recorded temperatures in excess of 100° and ranging up to 111° at Mount Magnet, 
Hamelin Pool and Geraldton and several stations either equalled or approximated the previous 
highest December maximum. 


During this period night readings showed a similar response and at a number of places south 
of the tropic minima rose 15° to 18° above the December normal. 


Metropolitan—Perth temperatures, both night and day, were above normal during the month 
and their range was considerable. The former fell to 50-2° on the 11th (10-4° below normal) 
but on the 24th did not drop below 78-6° (18° above normal). The maximum day temperature 
rose to 103-1° on the 23rd (22-2° above the normal) but on the 10th failed to rise above 70-1° 
which was 10-8° below the normal maximum. 


There was a lengthy spell of heat between the 15th and the 25th during which the maximum 
reached or exceeded 90° on seven occasions while the minimum was 50-2° on the 11th compared 
with 47-9° which is the lowest minimum ever recorded for the month of December. The tem- 
perature at midnight on 24th December—83-3°—was the highest December midnight temperature 
since 1946. 


Rain fell on four days resulting in a total of 34 points. Although the number of wet days 
was normal, total rainfall was a little more than half the amount expected. 


Winds were moderate, the highest being 40 m.p.h. from the south-east on the 13th.
